Report of the School Board. 


The school year just closed has been one of commendable 
effort attended with fair progress on the part of the pupils. 
Six schools have been kept open 35 weeks, with the excep- 
tion of No. 5, which was suspended a week in winter on 
account of the illness of the teacher, and No. 12 which 
closed before its time in summer for the same reason. 

By the spring enumeration, the school population num- 
bered 170 boys and girls between the ages of five and 
sixteen years. The school registers give an enrollment of 
136 in the spring, 135 in the fall and 119 in winter. The 
average daily attendance for the three terms was 103.06 
in spring, 109.33 in the fall and 89.21 in winter. The 
school at No. 2 excelled in regularity of attendance. Not 
over 13 pupils were registered in any one term. Of this 
number three were neither absent or tardy during the 
entire year, and four others made as good a record for two 
terms. The need of greater regularity of attendance in 
some of our schools cannot be too strongly emphasized. 

Nos. 1, 4 and 12 schools continued through the year 
without change of teachers. Taken as a whole the teach- 
ers have shown a good deal of energy, decision and 
aptitude for their work. Some proved to be very ingenious 
in directing the activities of the primary grade children in 
lines not only educative, but also with a tendency to de- 
velop habits of observation, industry and perseverance. 
While this made school-life attractive and pleasant to the 
little ones, it also rendered the matter of discipline much 
easier for both teacher and pupil. The musical sense has 
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been quickened by a special teacher in singing, who has 
visited each school in town once every week, taught a 
new lesson, and left the regular teachers to drill the children 
daily until her next visit. One trip of this teacher among 
the six schools gave each child a half hour’s lesson in sing- 
ing, and cost $4.20, $3 for instruction, and the remainder 
for horse hire. The expense of charts, singing-books, etc., 
required for teaching music has been over $60. 

Two pupils have been transported through the year 
from the Wheeler district to the school at High Bridge. 
One boy in Wilder village too far from any school to 
make transportation possible, was boarded 24 weeks in 
Sharon that he might have school privileges. The father 
of the boy paid the bill for tuition. No. 2 school-house 
was thoroughly repaired and refurnished with new desks 
in the summer vacation. Its interior is finished in hard 
pine, with hard pine floor. The walls are plastered and 
their coloring is soft and harmonious with the sheathing 
dado. The school-rooms at Nos. 1 and 12 were made 
more attractive and enjoyable, in August, by the applica- 
tion of new paint, whitewash, varnish, etc. Other occupied 
school buildings are in fair condition save the one in Gibson 
village. |
